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“WEB CITATION INDEX” FROM ISI IN DEVELOPMENT 
 
Thomson ISI, producer of databases such as Web of Science, and NEC Laboratories America (NEC) 
announced their collaboration to create a comprehensive, multidisciplinary citation index for Web-based 
scholarly resources. The new database will track online-only citations of scholarly writing as well as 
references in printed material to online-only sources. Though the new index will be maintained separately 
from ISI’s other databases, it is thought by some that the new index is likely to encourage scholars to publish 
online or to use preprint servers. During 2004, Thomson ISI and NEC will operate a pilot of the new resource 
to receive feedback from the scientific and scholarly community. Full access to the index is projected for early

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RETRACTIONS OF PUBLICATIONS 
 
The staff of the Scientific Library provides this service to alert our readers to any journal articles that are being 
retracted by the authors.  Often, research that is undertaken to support the ideas in journal articles is 
questioned by other scientists.  If the original authors then publish a formal retraction of all or parts of the 
original article, MEDLINE indexes that new article as “RETRACTION OF PUBLICATION” in the “publications 
type” field. 
 
When a new retraction appears in MEDLINE, and subsequently in our newsletter, staff members type alerts 
that are permanently attached to the original articles.  In this way, if a scientist is reading the original article, 
he/she will immediately be aware of the published retraction, and will be able to easily locate it in the journal 
collection.
